State Labor Secretarj' 
Says Defense Rests 
on Citizens Loyal to 
Democracy 


“Our best national defense is the 
manhood and the womanhood of 
our people, loyal to the principles 
of our American democracy, and our 
best forts are our school houses,” 
Lewis G. Hines, state secretary of 
the Department of Labor and In­ 
dustry, said in an address in the Na­ 
tional cemetery Sunday afternoon at 
exercises held by the Gettysburg 
camp of the Sons of Union Veterans 
in observance of tire seventy-seventh 
anniversary of the dedication of the 
cemetery by Abraham Lincoln. 
Addressing a crowd of several 
hundred persons, the state official 
called on Americans today to pre­ 
serve the union and protect and de­ 
fend “the glorious heritage we have 
received.” 
The exercises were held following 
a procession from the G. A. Ft. post 
room on East Middle street w'hich 
was led by the Sixth Regiment Field 
Music from Harrisburg of the Sons 
of Veterans Reserves and uniform­ 
ed members of the local company of 
the Reserves. 
William I. Shields, chairman of 
the committee in charge, presided 
over the exercises. 
The opening 
prayer was offered by the Rev. How­ 
ard S. FOX, pastor of Trinity Evan­ 
gelical and Fteformed church of G et­ 
tysburg and chaplain of the Gettys­ 
burg camp of the Sons of Veterans. 


Lincoln's Address Given 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address was 
given by Frank M. Heacock, Media, 
patriotic instructor of the Pennsyl­ 
vania department of the Sons of 
Veterans. 
A wreath of flowers was 
placed on the grave of an unknown 
soldier by Charles W. Myers, a char­ 
ter member of the local Sons of Vet­ 
erans camp.

Collision Occurs on Curve Shortly Befor e 
Snow Starts Falling; Shultz Vehicle LamJs 
on Top of Truck’s Cab; Ohio Driver Hurt, 
but Helper Escapes Injury 


A family of five and three others, all of them Adam s 
eountians, were fatally injured when their car collided 
headon with a truck-trailer at Macedonia inn between 
Mifflintown and Lewistown on Saturday evening at 9:30 
o’clock. 
Six of the eight died instantly, while the other 
two died within six hours in the Lewistown hospital. 
The two occupants of the 35,000-pound truck and 
trailer escaped serious injury, although the driver is con­ 
fined to the hospital in Lewistown. 
Among the dead were a young couple and their three 
small children. 


The dead are: 
Orville Francis “Shorty” Shultz, 25, Gettysburg R. 3, 


driver and owner of the car. Shultz was employed as a 
laborer and truck driver by Luther I. Sachs, local build­ 
ing contractor. 
Mary Isabelle Shultz, 25, wife of the driver. 
Ralph Eugene Shultz, aged four years; Dorothy Irene 


Shultz, 3, and Beatrice Ann Shultz, one year old, all chil­ 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. Shultz.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


The Celebration and Illumination: Friday last was 
a day which will long be remembered. It was one of 
the most glorious and inspiring that the citizens of this 
place and county have ever witnessed. The brilliancy 
of the illumination, and the splendor of the decora­ 
tions, was even eclipsed by the brightness of glad 
hearts, rejoicing in the delightful prospect, which 
the election of the patriot Harrison opens to the 
country and particularly, to long suffering, much 
abused, but now redeemed and emancipated Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The citizens of the Town and County, together with 
strangers from Taneytown, Emmitsburg and other 
places, assembled in the Court House in the afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, choosing James M’Sherry as chairman. 
The meeting was addressed by James Cooper, Esq., 
and Daniel M. Smyser. 
At half past 6 o’clock, on the signal being given 
by the ringing of the Bell and firing of a grand salute 
by the military, who were on duty under the com­ 
mand of Lieut. Col. S. S. M’Creary, a simultaneous 
illumination of the town took place, the lights being 
all lighted at the same time. 
At the same time, the procession was formed under 
the direction of Col. M. C. Clarkson, Chief Marshal, 
and his assistants, in the following order: 
I. A carriage containing a few of the surviving 
heroes of the Revolution, viz: Messrs. John Troxell, 
sen., William Brackenridge, John Doebler, John Adair, 
James Bell, Joseph Wilson. 
II. A large carriage freighted with more than fifty 
young girls, between the age of 8 and 12, bearing 
white banners and singing patriotic songs. 
III. Next followed a train of upwards of 40 car­ 
riages, freighted richly with the patriotic ladies of 
Gettysburg and Adams County. 
IV. Next followed the procession on foot, number­ 
ing upwards of one thousand and bearing every 
conceivable variety of Banners, Transparencies and 
Mottoes. 
We have never seen so brilliant a spectacle. The 
procession, after moving through all the streets, re­ 
turned to the square and were there arrayed in 
front of the Buck-Eye stand, which was tastefully 
decorated with lights and evergreens. Here the crowd 
was addressed by Messrs. T. Stevens and J. Cooper.

The Literary Guidepost

“I RODE WITH STONEW ALL,’’ by Henry Kyd l o g ­ 
gias; (Chapel Hill; $3). 
IT IS a little unfair to pick out one chapter from 
* Henry Kyd Douglas’ “I Rode With Stonewall’’ and 
talk almost altogether about It, but that is what we 
shall do. But first, the reason for the book . . . 
The author served in the Confederate Army .as a 
young man, through the War Between the States. 
He tasted the bloody future, first, shortly after he 
met an old man on the road near Harper’s Ferry, 
and because the old man was having difficulty with 
a heavy load, went home for his fathers carriage 
horses and helped him over the hill. The old man was 
John Brown, and soon there came Brown’s raid, and 
Brown’s execution. Presently Douglas was in the 
army, in the brigade known as “Stonewall,” and 
under Jackson, who always insisted the nickname 
belonged to tile brigade and not to him. 
Douglas was young and attractive to the ladies. 
His story of the war is thus half military, half 
personal. He knew the Southern commanders as 
men and writes of them so. 
His chapter on Jackson is a sort of summary. 
Jackson was gentle and tender of manner in his 
personal life, Douglas writes, yet he could deny an 
officer leave to see his dying wife with these words: 
“Man, man, do you love your wife more than your 
country?” But one day as he was riding with his 
command down a Virginia highway an old woman 
asked him if her son would pass that way. Jackson 
dismounted, learned that the boy was in his old 
brigade, and stationed a courier with the mother to 
see that she found him and that he was allowed to 
stay with her until next day. 
Jackson was active, daring and by no means erratic, 
Douglas writes. He believed in maneuvers rather than 
smashing through, partly because he never had a 
strong enough force to smash with. He was diffident 
among women, quiet among men, severe only when 
faced with incompetence or neglect. He was always 
doing the unexpected—he said that if his coat knew 
what he intended to do in a campaign, he would 
throw it away. And he was loved by his men, some 
of whom, when old were found one morning sleeping 
around the base of his statue in Richmond—to be 
with him once more. 
Douglas’ book was written in 1899 and published 
this month. 37 years after its author's death, It is a 
valuable book.

2 Workmen Hurt Near 
Pittsburgh; Bomb 
Plant Burns 
BUSINESS FIGURE DIES 


Pittsburgh,

(AP)—-The 
third mysterious explosion within a 
week in a plant of the 
American 
Cyanamid and chemical corporation 
baffled investigators today while a 
bomb factory owner charged sabo­ 
tage in the destruction of his con­ 
cern by fire. 
The terrific blast at the chemical 
oorporat ion’s 
nearby 
Bridgeville 
works Sunday injured 
two 
work­ 
men and caused $250,000 damage to 
one of the largest of 45 buildings on 
the 65-acre grounds. A minor blaze 
was extinguished quickly. 
Two hours earlier, fire swept the 
small plant of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
chemical company at Johnstown, 80 
miles away. 
Michael Bozich, the 
owner, declared it was “arson with 
the intention of sabotage,” and set 
the loss at $13,000.

He claimed

Glass of the window nearest the

Alberton, Md., Nov. 18 (AP).— 
Everything in this mill town of 800 
persons—excepting a Roman Cath­ 
olic church and a railroad right* 
of-way—will be knocked down to 
the highest bidder in an auction 
Saturday. 
And when the sun sets twice (no 
fool in’) 
and 
parents gather 
the 
youngsters for supper, they expect 
to be dealing with a new landlord. 
Alberton, about 15 miles west of 
Baltimore, lies in a sleepy, wooded 
valley along the winding Patapsco 
river. 
There’s no good road enter­ 
ing it. and only the bill collectors 
know the way there. 
Ninety-eight years ago mill op­ 
erators bought up 550 acres of land, 
built a cotton spinning mill, and 
started business. A coni pa ny-owned 
town rose around the mill. 
But hard times caught up with 
the latest owners, James S. Gary & 
Son, Inc., and last month C. R. Dan­ 
iels, Inc., took over a lease after the 
Garys went into receivership. 
The Catholic church holds a long­ 
term lease, as does the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, so the auctioneer 
can’t do anything there. 
But he could point out to bidders 
that with the old mill property go 
118 dwellings, the new and old 
Evangelical churches (they have no 
leases), a general store and such 
odds and ends as a bridge, some un­ 
paved streets, and a water system. 
The auction won’t make a heap 
of difference to most townfolk, al­ 
though some might shed a reflective 
tear. All who work punch the same 
time clock in the mill that looks like 
a quaint old church and makes 
heavy cotton duck for the govern­ 
ment. 
About those two sunsets? 
Old 
timers say the sun first sets in the 
river gorge and the chickens start to 
roost as twilight falls. But the sun 
pops out again behind a sharp- 
peaked hill, casts a few long shad­ 
ows, and slips down finally in a gap 
due west.
